DIET PRKJl'DICKS. 


A Flea for tho Ilae of Out .ll.-al by 


Americans. 


The prejudice which the French man, 


ifestctl at the corn bread and imish- 
hominy and grits, maizola and maixoner 
dished up cold at tlu; French Exposition, 
to tempt and educate the European 
taste to eat and enjoy our American 
staple corn, is only "matched by the 
prejudice of American 
farmers and 


farmers' wives, who declare that,oat 
meal is only fit food for horses. 
Science 


and the history of the Scotch tell us 
that oat meal has no superior as an ar- 
ticle of human diet. 
It feeds both 


brain and muscle, and gives power of 
endurance 
which can not be enjoyed 


from our average American diet. 


Oat meal and milk form a most nutri- 


tious article of diet; and if American 
children were brought up on such food, 
rather than on nick nacks, candies, 
pickles, pastry, cake and the thousand 
abominations of 
the frying-pan, 
we 


would have a nobler race, and the type 
of American manhood would be im- 
proved in all that goes to mako up a 
great and powerful people. 
We are 


careful to feed our young horses oats 
and grass, and not allow them to have 
corn, as it is too heating, but how 
many farmers and their wives think of 
the effect of the vile compounds of fine 
flour and fat, sweets and acids, spices, 
and condiments iunumerable.upon their 
children? 


Science and experience tell us that 


the whitest flour is not the most whole- 
some or nutritious. It is fashionable 
and looks nice, and very poor people 
can not afford to eat tho whitest Hour-1 
Therefore-it is ignoble and degrading 
the children and family to the level of 
the horse and of the poorer classes, to 
feed our children on inferior and cheap 
food, such as oat meal and 
cracked 


wheat. Perhaps the Almighty might 
have 
compounded a more complete 


article for human food than the grains of 
wheat or oats, but He has not done it 
yet, nor has the ingenutity of caterer 
and cook yet concocted any thing which 
so completely meets tho wants of the 
human system. The nitrates, or muscle 
makers; the carbonates, or fat pro- 
ducers ; the phosphates, or food for 
brains and nerves, are happily combined 
in the wheat grain to meet the wants of 
man. 


But fashion and ignorance have per- 


verted the taste and led parents to rob 
their offspring of the better portion, and 
to feed them mostly on carbonates. 
The nitrates and the phosphates are 
deftly eliminated by the sieve and the 
bolting cloth, and the beautiful white 
bread and flaky pastry and delicious 
cake, the pride of the cook and the 
baker, like the beautiful snow, arc want- 
ing in the elements required to harmoni- 
ously develope the complex structure of 
brain, nerve, bone and muscle. The 
fat formers are abundant in all the 
fashionable articles of food; but on what 
are the muscles, brains and nerves to be 
developed when we studiously and care- 
fully withhold from them suitable sup- 
port? 


The intelligent manager of poultry 


knows that if he would expect eggs he 
must feed for eggs and not for fat. 
The 


successful horseman does not feed his 
horse corn and middlings if he wishes 
him to endure and win the race. The 
wise breeder of swine and cattle varies 
feed from bone formers to flesh and fat 
formers, according as he wishes the ani- 
mals for meat or for breeders. 


Let us be as careful to set before our 


children food suited to the demands of 
their nature. Less carbonaceous food, 
and more of the muscle and nerve and 
brain formers will not be amiss iu most 
families. 


Yet the American prejudices in the 


matter of diet are not more commend- 
able than the prejudices of the French- 
man against our 
corn-dodders and 
mush. 


The oat meal porridge of the Scotch 


and the mush and milk of the American 
are national dishes, good enough for a 
King, but the oat meal furnishes more 
brain and nerve food, and should be 
more used among 
Americans.—Cor.

Deiitli by Decapitation. 


The Paris Figaro recently sent a 


special reporter to witness the execu- 
tion at Beauvais of an atrocious mur- 
derer named I'runier. 
Tho moment 


that the guillotine had done its work 
the body and head were placed in a 
basket and wore taken to the cemetery, 
where Drs. Evrard, Lo Sage Chevallio'r, 
Lesgullion, lloclni and Decaisnc were 
present. M. Evrard had asked for and 
obtained the body of tho felon for ex- 
periment, " which," says the reporter, 
"wo followed with deep interest, for, 
besides their purely scientific character, 
they related to a question so often dis- 
cussed—docs life survive decapitation? 
Five minutes had elapsed .since the mo- 
ment wht.'ii the head was separated 
from the trunk, and it was placed on :i 
stone in tho open air in front of the lit- 
tle chapel of tht cemetery. Compara- 
tively little blood nad llowed, and some 
drops were running, from the carotid 
artery. Although the neck was very 
short, the cutting had been very clean'. 
Pinched, stuck with needles, submitted 
to the most painful experiments, thu 
head never moved; tho face remained 
unaltered, not a muscle quivered. 
The 


left ear was completely calcined in the 
ilame of a candle without obtaining tins 
smallest appearance of sensibility. They 
then divided the skin tit' the head inlu 
four parts, and using Hie hammer, 
scalpel and saw, they took away tho 
upper portion of the' skull and with- 
drew the brain. 
This occupied ten 


minutes. 
Immediately on being sub- 


mitted to an electric bat lory the remains 
of the head at once displayed nervous 
contractions—the teeth chattered, the 
mouth shut, the eye and the cheek made 
those grimaces which are observed in 
sleeping people when tickled with a 
feather. 
With the body the .same result 


was obtained. It wur" absolutely with- 
out fee-'«•. 
It was evened, the- heart, 


lungs and Tnlestines were removed, ami 
then, on being placed in contact with 
the electric battery, the arms and legs 
instantly moved. 
At this moment !>r. 


Kvrarcl asked me what uVIuuk it was, 
and it appeared that forly minutes had 
elapsed from the lime of'tlie execution. 
Lastly came tho Juncliuliiigexperiment. 
Under the action of the baiterv a shred 
of hanging llesh, displaced by the opera- 
tions, .stood on cud, oscillated and quick- 
ly placed itself hack on the spot from 
which it had been cut." 
Tho conclu- 


sion of ^ the doctors is that the move- 
ments observed in the bodies of persons 
guillotined on being subjected to the ac- 
tion of electricity" arc absolutely me- 
chanical, and display neither any re- 
mainder of life nor of sensation. " The 
experiment will bo the subject of a 
memoir, which will shortly bo presented 
to the Academy of Medicine by M. 
Evrard, and in which lie will demon- 
strate that death by decapitation is in- 
stantaneous.

Rats anil their eccentric freaks play 


no inconsiderable part in (isnnan legen- 
dary lore. 
That their passion for music 


will induce them to brave the utmost 
peril we have learned from the " Rat- 
catcher of Hamelin V quaint narrative. 
Poor Bishop Hallo discovered to his 
cost what desperate enterprises they 
were capable of undertaking when 
stimulated to strenuous effort by the 
promptings of outraged morality and of 
an inborn predilection for 
episcopal 


flesh. Ever since they stormed that 
luckless prelate's castle and picked his 
bones in a highly memorable manner 
they have loved to linger in the purlieus 
of German bishops1 palaces, and cathe- 
dral cities are. their favorite abodes—at 
least snch is the belief 
in Catholic 


provinces of the Fatherland. In Padcr- 
born, it seems, they have established 
themselves so solidly that the municipal 
authorities of that venerable stronghold 
of the church have found it necessary 
to adopt extreme measures for thcir-cx- 
pulsion. A short time ago the Unn'o- 
master, Ilerr Krankenbero, entered into 
a contract with the eminent ratcatcher.

given to him by the citixens; he enjoyed

The Portland (Me.) Press says: Our 


roadei'S will remember abrief Associated 
Press dispatch which appeared in the 
Press the other morning telling how 
two men in a stage-couch in Mexico, 
named Frank Senter and George Green, 
drove off a band of highwaymen with 
Winchester rifles. 
Frank Suntor i.s a 


Portland boy, a nephew of William 
Senter, Esq., and was until lately in the 
jewelry business with his uncle on Ex- 
change Street. 
We extract the follow- 


ing account of the affair in Mexico from 
a private letter written by Sir. Senter 
homo: 


AVc left Guanajuato at 3 o'clock a. m., 


Dec.. 16. The weather was biting cold, 
but as usiml we took our seats on the 
top of the coach with revolvers and 
cartridges and Winchester carbines on 
our knees. 
After riding about three 


hours, and just at light, we heard a rush 
of horses at our side and a shot fired 
over our heads, with, an order to get 
down and surrender. We answered the 
summons with two shots into the crowd, 
and tho man in front of George's riile 
fell and his companions started for tho 
leading mules to stop them and tangle 
them up, but when twenty yards from 
me I rolled him from his horse and did 
not see him move a limb afterward. 
We then turned to see thirty well armed 
and mounted Mexicans following and 
firing. We put in quick shooting and 
soon drove them back seventy yards or 
more. 
They then tried to circle us, 


but as we turned our attention to tho 
head men they all broke and collected 
in a bunch. We then had our coats 
off, 


and placed in front of us, with a hun- 
dred rounds between us, and we or- 
dered the coach to be stopped and 
began our fine work at shurp-shooting. 
This seemed to make theM wild, and 
with a yell, like Comanche Indians, 20 
or 30 of them came down on us at full 
speed, firing all the way, and a wilder 
sight I never care to see. It was no uso 
to give up then, as they would have out 
us to pieces if we had surrendered, so 
we met them in solid shape, showino- 
what a Winchester rille was good for" 
and, as luck would have it, after firino- 
65 shots, we drove them back at fufi 
speed. One fellow, whose horse I shot 
from under him, jumped behind the 
dead animal and deliberately emptied 
four shells at me over the saddle, and 
dodged, under the horse, two of my 
shots; but my third "took his wind." 
In the affray George was shot in the 
shoulder, but it was only a llesh wound, 
and we kept on our way with a guard of 
11, furnished us at tho" next citv, four 
miles beyond. There were so many 
bushes we could not tell exactly how 
many were killed; but we are sure five 
robbers and four horses will not trouble 
travelers again. 


Llsidc the coach was a Spaniard who 


threw his revolver from the window, a 
Mexican who wrapped his head in a 
blanket and put his revolver under him, 
a German who had a pocket pistol and 
wisely did not shoot, and a lady who 
did the praying; so you see what a par- 
ty we had to depend on, and what a 
lucky escape we had. I shall never get 
better help from any one man than I 
did there from George.

esty the Empress has to hide her chari- 
table acts to ayoid being annoyed?" 
" How so, Count?" asked the Emperor. 
""Why, Sire," replied the Count, "the 
Empress 
gave 
oflieially 
200 marks 


(about £10) to tho Ursuline nuns who 
liad been expelled from Berlin; but se- 
cretly her Majesty sent 1,000 marks " 
Encouraged by the Emperor, Count N 
cited a great number of other vexatious 
acts of Herr Falk, acting according to 
the orders of Prince Bismarck. I'lie 
Emperor, evidently much annoyed, left 
early and the next day lie sent for Princo 
Bismarck, who pleaded ill health. 
A 


second messenger ordered the Princo 
immediately to appear at the Castle, 
unless he were so ill as to have to keep 
his bed, in which case thu. Emperor 
would call upon him. Princo Bismarck 
had to obey, and was closeted for more 
than an hour with the Emperor. 
On 


returning home, ho at once sent in his 
resignation.—Pall Mall Gazelle

preside. When he introduced Mr. Wil- 
liams there was a round of applause 
which bespoke a hearty welcome, mid an 
eager desire to hear his words. 


Mr. AVilliums at once put his audience 


in the best of humor by some humorous 
stories and pithy remarks, hitting off the
